In Colorado Springs the sunrise 


observance will be held among the 


142 GIs Executed 
During War, Probe 


by Group Shows 


Washington, April 20—-(AP)— 


Court martial sentences sent 142 
soldiers to their deaths during the 
war years and ensuing months, a 
house military sub-committee dis- 
closed today in recommending an 
extensive overhaul for the Army's 
system of justice. 


The group reported that in the 


period between Dec. 7, 1941 and 
Feb. 22, 1946, 72 men were execut- 
ed for murder, 51 for rape, 18 for 
murder and rape, and one for de- 
sertion. 


The findings were set forth in 


a 25,000 word document sharply 
critical of what the subcommit- 
tee called the injustices, the ex- 
treme severity of sentences and 
the partiality resulting from the 
existing court martial system. 


The full military committee, it 


\vas learned today, has temporarily 
tabled the subcommittee's report 
<it the war department's request, 
but will consider it next month. 
Army witnesses probably will be 
heard before the full committee 
takes any formal action. 


The subcommitee, headed by 


Rep. Carl Durham (D-NC) made 
the following criticisms, comments 
and recommendations in the course 
of its report:

Washington, April 20.—(AP)— 


The United States opened an in- 
tensive new attack on the global 
food crisis today, ordering a 25 
per cent slash in domestic flour 
consumption and calling for even 
more vigorous self-rationing of 
food in American homes. 


The emergency, President Tru- 


man revealed, has become so acute 
that this country's already low 
wheat reserves are going to be cut 
even further to furnish famine re- 
lief. 


Truman somberly told the nation 


it confronted "the greatest threat 
of mass starvation in the history 
of mankind." 


"Millions will surely die unless 


we eat less." he said in a plea to 
"the warm heart of America'' for 
greater voluntary food conserva- 
tion by the people. 


The flour consumption cut was 


a direct step toward helping the 
country supply famished overseas 
areas with a million tons of wheat 
monthly—the target set by the 
president 
for 
the 
next 
three

CAR PARKING IN" DIXON 


With the increased number of cars on the streets the problem 


of parking has b'ecome serious again and will be worse unless 
some action is taken to alleviate the congestion. 
Photographs 


snapped by the Evening Telegraph's photographic department ap- 
pearing in today's issue illustrate conditions that prevail all over 
the business district many times during every day. It would ap- 
pear that a number of measures for relief might help the situation. 


Double parking is of course the result of lack of suitable curb 


parking spots, but that lack should not be permitted to cause tol- 
eration of double parking, with its ensuant blocking of traffic and 
chaotic driving conditions. Double parking on streets as narrow 
as those in the Dixon business district should not be allowed. 


The convenience of shoppers in cars is best served and double 


parking made inexcusable if curb parking is available or parking 
space can be found within reasonable distance. The first cause of 
the lack of curb parking space in downtown Dixon is the selfish 
habit of local downtown workers of parking their cars on business 
streets and leaving them there all day, while visitors and shoppers 
from Dixon and all the outlying territory must hunt around Tor 
parking spots and carry their purchases long distances. Piggish, 
isn't it? 


Even with the strict enforcement of the 90-minute parking 


ordinance and with the full use of what parking space is now 
available, there is still a crying need for more and conveniently 
located parking space. If the streets around the court nduse could 
be widened by borrowing a margin from the court house lawn a 
great many cars could be accommodated by head-in parking, at 
least on the east, north and west sides of the square. If the county 
Board of Supervisors would agree to the arrangement surely the 
city of Dixon would be glad to take care of the expense, and county 
as weil as city car drivers would benefit. 


Another possibility is the installation of parking meters. The 


meters do not present a prohibitive cost to the users of parking 
space, but they discourage the car driver from leaving his vehicle 
in desirable parking spots longer than he needs to. They need 
only be installed in the most congested and most desirable park- 
ing areas, leaving the free space for the outlying parts of the busi- 
ness district. 
Perhaps the retail merchants could canvass the 


sentiment among their membership to get a majority opinion on 
the matter. And perhaps a poll of the innocent bystanders (the 
car driving public) would be more to the point. 


The Telegraph believes that if the interests of the driving 


public are given first protection the interests of the merchants 
will also best be served, and that therefore means must be found 
whereby more parking space is provided at convenient distance 
from the shopping section and that the selfish use of the busier 
downtown sections for long periods of time by anyone at all must 
be punished by strictly enforced penalties. 


Just because it is easier, many big trucks are to be found 


parked in the downtown streets delivering merchandise to the 
front doors of the stores instead of carrying them in from the al- 
ley. For those stores who have no rear entrance there should be 
established loading zones, and loading zones should also be estab- 
lished in the alleys because the alleys are frequently entirely 
blocked for considerable periods of time by the huge trucks. 


A blocked street or alley is a serious situation in the event of 


a fire or needed right of way for an ambulance, and it Is a darned 
nuisance at any time and the driving public should n^gfe- bgjisked 
to put up with itj« £• '

We suggest that the County Board be approached on the sub-

Toe on Washington 


Statue is Still Dark 


Classical Garments Are 


Source of Criticism, 


Experts Reveal 


Washington, April 20—-(AP)— 


Here's an art mystery for you. 


Who broke the big toe off the 


marble statue of George Washing- 
ton in the Smithsonian institution? 
And who put a new one on 1 


The 20-ton statue, done by Ho- 


ratio Greenough, 19th century 
American sculptor, depicts Wash- 
ington as an early Roman. It has 
been in the Smithsonian 
since 


190S. Smithsonian are experts de- 
clare tKe half-draped motif "has 
caued it to be one of the most 
criticized statues in the United 
States", but they don't know about 
the toe. 


Jacob Kainen. assistant curator 


of the Smithsonian's division of 
graphic arts, says the toe now in 
place is "of an altogether different 
vein of marble from that used 
in the rest of the statue, so the 
original toe must have been lost". 


The 
Smithsonian emphasizes, 


however, that the mishap to the 
Washington toe occurred before 
the statue was consigned to the in- 
stitution. 


The statue, ordered by congress, 


originally was mounted in the ro- 
tunda of the Capitol in 1842. The 
following year it was removed to 
the Capitol grounds, primarily be- 
cause Greenough declared the face 
was constantly in shadow. Wint- 
ertimes a temporary shed was 
erected around it. 


Some old-timers around the 


Smithsonian say there's a long- 
standing legend that the original 
toe was" "broken off by some sou- 
venir hunter". 


The statue, as Greenough him- 


self once declared bitterly, became

than during the past few months 
but there are fat supplie m many 
kitchens which have never been 
touched. There is fat to be had 
from bacon, ham, beef suet and 
other meat. Bacon fat adds an 
excellent fla\or which is often 
preferred to any other seasoning. 
And the meat supply has increas- 
ed sufficiently to compensate for 
and decline of fats that may occur. 


England's quota of fats for each 


person per week is but seven 
ounces—three of butter, three of 
margarine and one of suet—and 
many other countries ha\e a still 
more eager amount to allow their 
people. The United States is at- 
tempting to help remedy these 
critical needs, but our quota of 
about 30.000 tons a month is not 
being met. 


Homemakers are asked to turn 


in to their butcher only fat which 
is inedible. Women can best help 
to relieve the shortage by using 
left-over fats themselves instead 
of buying new ones. 
However, 


inedible fats should by all means 
be taken to the butcher, who is 
still paying four cents a pound 
for them.

velopments in sanitation and pool 
construction that were not avail- 
able a few years ago. 


"There is still another impor- 


tant consideration to take in to ac- 
count at this time that is the mu- 
nificient gift of S30.000 which has 
been tendered to the Dixon park 
district by the Loveland trustees 
for the construction of a swim- 
ming pool.
